lilCENSINO ANOMALIES. 



It is not often Ibut we feel disposed to 
^ueitioD ilie deciBioDS of tbs Bench. There 
an oeoasioni, however, wbeo (be pablio ia- 
tereais demand sach auruliay nt the bands of 
the preaa. Whan it is found lhat by an; 
particular oourao of action of tha roagis- 
Irates, injustica is likely lo be meted out to 
iodividuals, and the prosporilj of a commim 
itj interfered with, il ia fully limo that ihe 
eril tbonld receive a correcliva. Some montbs 
•{0 an appllcatioa wai made to the Bench of 
magistiatea for a hotel license. An expon- 
live building had been oonalruoted, tha ap- 
plicant satisQcd the magialrnles as to his 
character and the necessity for iho accommo- 
dation ; but the license vraa refused ou the 
rather extraordinary ground that a protest 
had been made to tbo effeot that the buildiog 
encroached on a right-of-way. How this quea 
tion should aOect the grnntiug of a license is 
one cl' Ihuse legal ^subtlcliea which only a 
VancouTdr Island Attorney General might 
be sopposed to grasp ; wo oould never fancy, 
io the absence of thia powerfal auxiliary, 
(bat the profundity of the magisterial Bench 
would enable it lo so thoroughly comprehend 
the connection. Tha nsAl case wo may 
illualrate as follows : A applies at the 
regular annual Court for a license for a 
woll-lcDown hotel in the cily, formeily oc- 
capied by B, a bankrupt, and ia told to 
apply again at the neit Court, that the 
Bench may know aomsthing ol the circuin- 
atancoB connected with the application. 
On appearing before the Court a second time, 
faa is informed that as B owed the Uovcrn- 
ment when he failed, two quarters' license 
money, (which ibroagb the laches of those 
ebarttd wiib the collection, had been allowed 
to fall into arrears^ and as the house is licon- 
rej, ond not the individual, unless he, (A) is 
prepared lo make good those arrears, he can 
not bare Ibe license. Tbegistofallof which is 
that as Ibe Qorernment has lost, through its 
0»a oegleot, bsif a year's lieense, the first 
applicant must pay the deficit. There is 
icaetbiog ingenious in this method of doing 
business, and we recommend it lu commercial 
men generally. What a blissful system of 
trade to oompel all solvent oustooiors lo pay 
tbe liabilities of those who are iosolvenl. 

The next cose is, perhaps, lbs most griev- 
ous of tha three. A man wishes to know il 
be will obtain a license for a liotel which he 
is about to build, and the plans of which he 
lays bofore the Bench. The magistrates in- 
fona bim, bowerer, that Ibey cannot take tbe 
matter into canaideration until tbe house is 
built. The applicant goes to work and erects 
Ibe bnildingr, and again appears before tbe 
Beoch for a license; when (the great legal au- 
thority informing the Bench that the house 
stands on disputed property] lie is told that as 
thara is already sufficient buiel uccommuda 
lion in tbe neighborhood in which be intend 
•d doing business, bis application mast be 
rejected. Now the injustice of the affair i 
palpable. The Bench were in a position to 
know whether a second liolcl was re- 
quired or not, when the in:in niade 
bis first application. Tlioy munt have known 
also, afterwards, lhat Ihe house wm iu coursi' 
of creotioo, and that their decision might he 
probably ruinous to a person who^e only 
oSence was heliering thai the raagistrntes 
would not, by the tenor of llicir language, 
induce biro to go to the expeoss of building 
a hotel if tliey were determieed on refusing 
bis application. 

We are not desirous of any unhealthy in> 
erease to our number of hotels, nor do we 
bold with the policy of drawing public 
levenus from private vices ; but wo aro anx- 
ious to see even in our Licensing); Court some- 
thing like raliooal dL-cisio'i-i. VVc do riot be- 
lieve that the welfare of the cornniuaily is 
consulted in such decisions as the foregoing ; 
oor do we Ihiok that private interests are 
very judiciously oared fur. That the Bencij 
can, by currying out tlio strict letter of the 
law, throw legally suflicicnl obstacles in the 
way to pre\re[it any iuoreaso lo our hotel 
aecoinmodationg ia quite true. But summum 
jus iumma injuria. There is a medium in all 
things, and tbe large discretionary powers 
wbicb oar magislratua possess in their 
Liosnaing Court should bu exorcised liberally 
in a new country like Viincouver Islmul, 
where tho policy should be inthur to re- 
tain populotion than drive it gradually away. 
We have no desire to see a single hotel or 
pablic'house added lo tha large number we 
hove at present, unless Ihero is n necessity 
for ibo increase ; but we think ttmt a great 
deal of anxiety aod expense rni;;ht be fpiired 
individuuls, if iliu niagislnilos would only 
relax a little in their austerity, and decide 
more on Ibe merits of the application than 
on outside issues; such individual cases ol 
hardihips na wo huvo just imrralcd, would 
not, at nil even!.;, ha so liiiblo ocour.
